The Judgment was handed down 
by President Judge Michael A. Mu*- 
manno of Pittsburgh, P a, Judge 
Richard D. Dixon of North Carolina 
and Judge John J, Speight of Ala­ 
bama in the so-called ‘ Pinataz com­ 
mando" case, which has been called 
the biggest m urder trial in history. 
Court Shocked 
The court said, in shocked lan ­ 
guage. that the case was “beyond the 
experience of norm al man " 
Til*' opinion came in tw*o parts. 
The section read today found that 
the slayings had been committed, 
nnti proved by ISS records; that none 
of the defendants could plead super­ 
ior orders, etee Hitler would be the 
only war crim inal.
